widespread confusion throughout China 


would result in a serious check to foreign 


trade. ‘Tho fact that so many provinces 


are either engaged in war or overrun by 
bandits’ necessarily affects commercial 
confidence, and this is proved bythe 
standstill in business in many up-country 
regions, and by the large accumnlation 
of Chinese capital in Hongkong and the

The boycott of Japanese 
goods, which has assumed serious dimen- 
sions during. the past two months, was

gions-continucs unubated. It is hardly 
affected bythe political chaos and there 
seems to be no limit to its possibilities. 
» The commercial prospects of a China 
ina normal, or even in ‘an abnormal, 
condition arc almost beyond eatimation, 
and it is plainly to the interest of tho 
industrial nations to establish themselves 
here commercially, But they. are faced 
.with extraordinary conditiona, requiring 
remedies of an extraordinary - character, 
which only Governments can apply. 

” ‘There are great tebts owing to forcigh- 
ers ‘which the Chinese Government can 
never liquidate until the forcign Powers 
consent to on increase in the tariff.. 
There is the decline in foreign prestige 
resulting in danger tv, foreign hfe and 
property, ond. in constant violations of 
_treaty righta, which can be stemmed only 
by international action. The problem of 
the Debt is easy of solution, and the ré- 
establishment of foreign prestige is prin- 
cipally a matter of a small increase in 
the foreign garrison. . 4
